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If  you  are  looking  for  progress  and  optimism,  look  no  further  than  the  Fitchburg  State 
football  team.  After  going  winless  in  his  initial  campaign  in  1996,  second  year  head  coach  Chris 
Nugai  led  his  charges  to  three  victories  in  1997.  Along  the  way  the  Falcons  shattered  dozens  of 
team  and  individual  records  and  gave  the  FSC  faithful  reason  to  believe  that  a  winning  record  is 
on  the  horizon  Ironically,  all  three  wins  were  home  games,  and  the  last,  were  fought  at  the 
Bernardian  Bowl  at  St.  Bernard's  High  School.  The  Falcons  obviously  enjoyed  their  "home  away 
from  home"  winning  all  three  times  on  that  turf. 

The  season  started  with  a  resounding  17-7  win  over  Western  New  England  College.  Junior 
defensive  end  Dan  Verdier  was  the  star  in  that  one,  posting  a  school  record  4  sacks.  A  week  later 
the  Falcons  lost  a  heartbreaking  33-31  decision  at  Framingham  State  when  the  Rams  scored  in  the 
game's  final  minute.  Sophomore  running  back  DiAndra  Freeman  put  on  an  unforgettable  show, 
rushing  for  299  yards  and  two  scores.  Freeman  earned  Fitchburg  State's  first  ever  Coca-Cola 
Gold  Helmet  Award  as  the  top  player  in  New  England  for  that  week.  He  was  also  named  National 
Player  of  the  Week  by  Don  Hanses's  Football  Gazette. 

Week  three  brought  another  big  victory,  the  first  in  school  history  over  Westfield  State. 
The  Falcons  won  35-13,  breaking  the  school  mark  for  points  in  a  game.  Freeman  was  named 
ECAC  and  NEFC  Offensive  Player  of  the  Week. 

Things  sputtered  after  the  Westfield  game  as  the  Falcons  dropped  their  next  six  contests. 
In  the  season  finale,  again  at  the  Bernardian  Bowl,  Fitchburg  State  pounded  Curry  College  in  the 
mud  and  snow,  25-6.    Dyer,  meanwhile,  finishes  his  illustrious  career  holding  virtually  every 
passing  record  at  the  college.  He  ended  up  with  4921  yards  passing  a  38  touchdowns  and  by  far 
the  most  in  school  history.  Dyer  started  36  of  his  37  games  at  Fitchburg  State.  Verdier,  another 
Second  Team  All-NEFC  pick  at  defensive  end,  destroyed  the  school  mark  by  posting  15  sacks  on 
the  year.  Of  his  59  tackles,  24  were  behind  the  line  of  scrimmage,  accounting  for  130  yard  in 
losses.  Senior  defensive  back  Peter  Lombardo  had  his  finest  year  with  seven  interceptions.  He 
tied  Dave  Lambert's  record  of  ten  career  picks.  He,  too,  was  a  Second  Team  All-NEFC  selection. 
Freshman  linebacker  Jason  Smith  made  an  immediate  impact  on  the  Falcon  program.  With  a 
team-high  67  tackles,  including  15  for  losses,  Smith  not  only  made  Second  Team  All-NEFC,  but 
was  named  the  conference's  Defensive  Rookie  of  the  Year.  He  is  the  first  Falcon  to  bring  home 
such  an  honor. 
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In  an  amazing  effort  this  past  fall,  the  Fitchburg  State  women's  soccer  team  established 
a  new  record  with  12  wins  against  six  losses  and  a  tie.  Head  into  the  season,  coach  Ed  Dupuis 
unexpectedly  found  himself  facing  dilemma  when  two-time  All-MASCAC  goalie  Karen  Irving 
announced  she  would  be  unable  to  play  her  senior  season.  After  a  team  meeting,  two  players, 
freshman  Jennifer  Duncan  and  sophomore  Cheryl  Briggs,  stepped  forward  to  volunteer  to 
share  the  duty,  The  result  saw  Duncan  lead  the  league  with  a  .82  goals  against  average  and  six 
shutouts,  while  Briggs  finished  fourth  with  her  1.38  goals  against  and  four  shutouts.    In  addi- 
tion to  the  record  setting  12  wins,  the  Falcons  also  earned  a  bid  to  the  MAIAW  Tournament  for 
the  third  consecutive  year.  Unfortunately  FSC  lost  in  the  opening  round  for  the  third  straight 
time,  this  year  to  host  Salem  State,  3-0.  After  starting  our  slowly  at  2-2,  Fitchburg  State  got  hot, 
winning  nine  of  their  next  eleven  games,  including  a  big  2-0  win  at  Mass.  College.    Overall  they 
outscored  their  foes  400-21  and  recorded  ten  shutouts.  This  fall  marked  the  fifth  straight  year 
the  team  improved  their  overall  record.  Senior  Marie  McKenna  led  the  team  with  a  career- 
high  nine  goals.  She  finished  her  career  third  on  the  all  time  list  in  both  goals  and  points.  An- 
other senior,  Maryann  Barrette,  recorded  13  points  to  finish  her  career  as  FSC's  all-time  leader 
in  goals,  assists  and  points.  She  also  earned  a  spot  on  the  All-Conference  team  in  each  of  her 
four  seasons  as  a  Falcon.  Senior  sweeper  Cory  Larking  had  a  career-high  three  goals.  Each  of 
the  three  aforementioned  players  were  named  All-MASCAC  Second  Team. 
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The  men's  soccer  team  endured  their  second  straight  disappointing  season,  finishing  at 
4-14  after  last  year's  3-14  mark.  The  season  started  promising  enough.  The  Falcons  opened 
with  a  heartbreaking  3-2  overtime  loss  to  powerful  WPI,  then  won  three  of  their  next  six 
matches.  But  the  team  could  not  quite  put  things  together  thereafter,  winning  just  one  of  their 
final  eleven  contests.  The  season  was  not  without  brilliant  individual  efforts,  however.  Sopho- 
more Nate  Arnold  was  sensational,  finishing  second  in  the  MASCAC  in  scoring  with  14  goals 
and  4  assists  for  32  points.  He  was  named  All-MASCAC  for  the  second  time  in  two  seasons. 
Senior  sweeper  Rony  Lambert  had  a  tremendous  year  leading  the  defense.  The  Haitian  was 
also  named  First  Team  All-MASCAC.  In  the  "statistics  can  be  deceiving  department,"  fresh- 
man goalie  Matt  Juergens  showed  he  will  be  the  cornerstone  in  net  for  years  to  come.  Despite 
finishing  eighth  in  the  league  with  his  3.25  goals  against  average,  Juergens  earned  All- 
MASCAC  Second  Team  honors.  Juergens  was  so  honored  for  his  habit  of  making 
numerous  brilliant  saves  each  contest.  Junior  David  Paez  was  also  a  Second  Teams  selection. 
The  midfielder  was  second  on  the  team  with  13  points  on  5  goals  and  3  assists. 
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Coming  into  the  season  the  Falcons  had  aspirations  of  a  winning  season  and  a 
MASCAC  Championship,  but  for  a  few  minutes  of  play,  head  coach  Lisa  Valardi's  squad 
could  well  have  realized  those  dreams.  Seven  times  this  season  the  Falcons  took  games  into 
overtime.  On  four  of  those  occasions  FSC  came  up  on  the  losing  end.  Instead  of  that  winning 
season,  the  field  hockey  squad  found  their  season  ending  at  6-10  overall  and  1-4  in  the 
MASCAC.  Highlighting  this  season  had  to  be  the  huge  3-2  overtime  win  at  Worcester  State, 
and  a  weekend  in  Maine  which  produced  a  thrilling  2-1  overtime  win  over  Maine-Farmington 
and  a  tremendous  effort  in  the  3-2  overtime  loss  to  Division  III  power  Southern  Maine.  Senior 
sweeper  Mary  Baker  was  the  lone  Falcon  to  earn  All-MASCAC  First  Team  honors.  The  three- 
year  starter  averaged  two  saves  per  game  from  her  field  position  to  bail  the  Falcons  out  of 
numerous  hairy  situations.  Sophomore  Brandy  LeBlanc  paced  the  team  in  scoring  with  5 
goals  and  5  assists  for  5  points.     Senior  forward  Ashley  Aube  started  5  straight  games  over 
her  career.  The  two-time  team  captain  finished  her  career  with  5  goals  and  assists  for  points. 
She  also  tallied  a  total  of  six  overtime  goals.  Freshman  midfielder  Leanne  Lehtinen  joined 
LeBlanc  and  Aube  as  All  MASCAC  Second  team  selections.  Senior  goalie  Dianne  Marshall 
concluded  her  career  with  25  wins  and  15  total  shutouts.  Valrdi  steps  down  after  five  seasons 
at  the  helm  of  the  field  hockey  program.  With  42  wins  she  is  the  college's  all-time  most-win- 
ning field  hockey  coach.  Beth  Bacher  will  take  over  the  program  after  four  seasons  as  assis- 
tant coach. 
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After  a  slow  start  to  the  season,  head  coach  Jim  Jellison's  women  harriers  rallied  down 
the  stretch  with  some  strong  late  season  performances.  Early  on  the  main  story  was  34  year 
old  sophomorre  Alice  Thomas  who  was  the  Falcon's  top  finisher  in  every  race  of  1997.  After 
leading  FSC  to  an  11th  place  of  23  teams  in  the  season  opening  Bryant  Invitational,  Thomas 
took  charge  in  three  straight  home  meet.  For  the  first  ever  the  MASCAC  and  the  Little  East 
ran  a  combined  meet,  the  New  England  Alliance  Championships.  Fitchburg  State  took  fifth  in 
that  event,  finishing  ahead  of  Salem  State  this  time  aroun.  Also  having  solid  seasons  for  Fitch- 
burg State  werer  freshman  Meghan  Braun,  junior  Annmarie  Campo  and  sophomore  kerry 
Smith 

In  contrast  to  the  women's  season,  the  men  started  out  strong,  then  faltered  a  bit  near 
the  end.  After  opening  with  a  12th  place  finishof  223  teams,  at  the  bryant  Invitational,  the  men 
hosted  three  straight  smaller  meets  at  Coggshall  Park  in  Fitchburg.  First,  Holy  Cross  escaped 
with  a  narrow  22-33  win  over  the  Falcons(45  points)  came  in  a  disappointing  third  to  Clark 
(36)  and  Assumptin  (44).  At  the  MASCAC  the  Falcons  came  in  sixth  out  of  six  teams. 
Delanskii's  27th  place  was  the  top  finish  for  the  Falcons.  The  New  England  Alliance  Champi- 
onships, which  combined  the  MASCAC  and  Little  East  Conferences,  again  saw  Fitchburg 
State  in  last.  Delanski  came  in  49th  followed  by  Langeis  66th  in  that  event.  His  best  effort  was 
a  27:09  finish. 
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First  year  head  coach  Lisa  Paciorek  quickly  discovered  that  she  had  big  shoes  to  fill. 
After  taking  over  from  longtime  head  coach  Bob  Murray  ,  Paciorek  found  herself  with  a  2-9 
record  a  couple  weeks  into  the  season.  At  this  point,  however  her  new  system  starting  taking 
effect  on  the  team.    The  Falcons  whipped  UMass-Boston,  then  Worcester  State.  After  drop- 
ping a  pair  at  the  pair  at  the  Rhode  Island  College  Tournament  the  Falcons  won  three 
straight,  including  league  wins  over  Mass.  Maritime  and  Salem  State.  When  all  was  said  and 
done,  Fitchburg  State  went  8-7  over  the  last  half  of  the  season  to  finish  with  a  respectable  10- 
15  season  record.  Better  yet,  the  Falcons  went  4-2  on  the  MASCAC  to  finish  third,  a  feat 
which  seemed  highly  improbable  after  the  first  ten  games.  Senior  hitter  Rebecca  Kiley  had  a 
phenomenal  season,  leading  the  team  in  kills  for  the  fourth  straight  year  with  an  average  2.5 
per  game.  So  strong  was  her  play  that  she  was  not  only  named  to  the  All-MASCAC  First 
Team,  for  the  third  consecutive  year,  but  Kiley  also  became  the  first  Falcon  to  be  named 
MASCAC  Volleyball  Player  of  the  Year.  Junior  blocker  Charrington  Hicks  showed  tremen- 
dous improvement  this  season,  posting  a  2.05  kills  per  game  average  and  a  team-high  .88 
blocks  per  game  average.  She  was  named  All-MASCAC  Second  Team.  Sophomore  Megan 
Barrett  proved  to  be  the  team  sparkplug,  leading  the  way  with  1.5  digs  per  contest.  She  was 
also  an  effective  vocal  leader  on  the  team.  The  Japanese  duo  of  Inori  Kunimi  and  Akiko  Sato 
proved  to  be  ichiban(  number  one  in  Japanese)  in  the  hearts  of  Falcon  fans. 
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The  hockey  team  finished  with  a  21-5-1  overall  record,  and  a  record  of  14-1-1  in  the 
ECAC  North,  which  earned  them  the  North  Division  Championship.  Senior  Damon  Moore  led 
the  tarn  in  a  number  of  categories,  and  finished  the  season  ranked  first  nationally  with  84  points 
and  623  assists.  The  assists  total  is  also  a  new  FSC  single  season  record.  For  his  efforts,  the 
captain  was  named  MASCAC  Player  of  the  Year  and  ECAC  Player  of  the  Year. 

Jeff  DuRoss  was  ranked  first  nationally  for  winning  goals,  goals  per  game,  and  power 
play  goals.  He  was  named  to  the  first  team  All-MASCAC.  Teammate  Rob  Hunt  was  named  to 
the  second  team. 

As  a  team,  the  Falcons  finished  the  season  ranked  first  in  the  nation  in  scoring,  scoring 
offense,  scoring  margin  and  power  plays. 
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The  Falcons  opened  the  season  by  winning  the  Nashevvay  Classic  championship 
trophy  for  the  second  year  in  a  row.  Sophomores  Sarah  Harding  and  Brandy  LeBlanc  were 
named  to  the  all-tournament  team  and  junior  transfer  Brandee  Burnap  earned  MVP  hon- 
ors. 


Senior  captain  Stacy  Shanks  was  the  heart  of  the  team  and  led  the  way  with  252  rebounds  to 
finish  as  the  school's  second  all-time  leading  rebounder.  Along  with  rebounding.  Shanks 
also  contributed  7.3  points  per  game.  Brandy  LeBlanc  set  FSC  single  season  records  for 
steals  with  115,  an  average  of  4.6,  which  was  the  9th  best  nationally.  LeBlanc  also  contrib- 
uted 8.3  points  and  3.4  assists  per  game.  Sarah  Harding  led  the  team  with  a  scoring  average 
of  12.8  points.  For  her  efforts,  Harding  earned  a  spot  on  the  All-MASCAC  second  team. 

Other  strong  performances  were  turned  in  by  junior  transfer  Brandee  Burnap  and  fresh- 
men Emily  Spring  and  Danielle  Delgado. 
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Head  Coach  Bob  Bond  enjoyed  his  most  successful  season  finishing  with  a  14-12 
record,  including  a  stretch  of  five  straight  wins  for  the  Falcons. 

Heading  into  the  season,  things  looked  good  with  the  return  of  All-MASCAC  performer 
George  Alexander  and  a  number  of  veterans  including  Chris  Hunt  and  Mike  Reyes.  Newcom- 
ers Jason  Anderson,  Joe  Mele,  and  transfer  Reggie  Stokes  were  expected  to  make  immediate 
contributions  based  on  their  preseason  play. 

Alexander  played  strong  throughout  the  entire  season,  as  did  freshman  guard  Joe  Mele  who 
improved  with  every  game.  Anderson  dominated  on  defense  while  collecting  a  tremendous  46 
blocks  on  the  season,  and  Reggie  Stokes  showed  his  quickness  and  ability  to  create  opportuni- 
ties for  his  teammates  by  dishing  out  72  assists. 

In  the  team's  final  game,  a  MASCAC  tournament  semifinal  loss  to  Salem  State,  second  year 
player  George  Alexander  collected  his  1,000th  point.  Alexander,  a  transfer  to  Fitchburg  State. 
concluded  his  career  as  a  two  time  All-MASCAC  performer. 

Second  year  coach  Beth  McNamara  led  the  women's  basketball  team  to  a  12-13  record. 
Though  they  collected  only  two  MASCAC  wins,  the  team  played  the  top  teams  competitively 
and  proved  that  they  can  no  longer  be  considered  as  an  automatic  win  for  the  opponents. 
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Under  the  direction  of  third  year  Coach  Lisa  Wallace,  the  softball  team  enjoyed  the  most 
successful  season  in  the  program's  history.  The  team  finished  with  a  21-14-1  record,  which 
included  an  11  game  win  streak.  The  21  wins  set  a  record  for  all  women's  programs  at  Fitch- 
burg  State. 

Freshman  Keri  Levesque  led  the  way  at  the  plate  with  a  411  average  and  a  single  season 
record  of  44  hits.  Sophomore  Tara  Herrick  had  a  team  high  24  RBIs.  Senior  Kim  Nolan  led  the 
way  on  the  bases,  setting  a  single  season  record  for  steals  with  25  and  a  career  record  for  steals 
with  89. 

Pitcher  Wendy  Keegan  set  many  new  standards  for  the  program  by  breaking  records  for 
games  pitched,  35,  wins  in  a  season,  19,  and  career  wins,  25  in  only  two  seasons. 

Keegan  and  Bonnie  MacDonald  were  named  to  the  second  team  All-MASCAC  for  their 
play.  Coach  Lisa  Wallace  was  selected  as  the  co-coach  of  the  year  for  the  conference. 
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Success  on  the  track  continued  during  the  outdoor  season,  where  the  women  won 
the  Fitchburg  Co-Ed  Invitational  and  the  men  placed  second.  The  team  also  hosted  and  placed 
second  in  the  first  annual  Eric  Loeschner  Memorial  Meet  in  honor  of  a  former  teammate  who 
was  killed  in  an  accident  during  the  summer... 

The  women's  team  was  paced  with  outstanding  performances  by  Katie  Brace,  Maryann 
Barrett,  Stacy  Barrett,  Ann  Marie  Campo,  Cheryl  Briggs,  Alice  Thomas  and  Rhalda  Jansen. 
Brace  received  All  New  England  honors  in  two  events  and  won  the  400  at  the  ECAC  Meet.  She 
also  qualified  for  the  NCAA  National  Championship.  Stacy  Barrett  was  second  at  the  ECAC 
meet  in  the  javelin  competition. 

The  men's  team  was  led  by  Eric  Nolan,  Jude  Joujoute,  Jason  Bramble,  D'Andra  Free- 
man, Jim  Darcangelo  and  Derek  Delanski.  Freeman  won  the  MASCAC  100  meter  champion- 
ship followed  closely  by  Jude  Joujoute.  Darcangelo  qualified  for  the  New  England  Champion- 
ships in  the  javelin  along  with  the  relay  team  of  Bramble,  Alvin  Lewis,  Joujoute,  and  Nolan. 
The  team  finished  fifth  in  the  Alliance  meet  and  third  in  the  MASCAC.
